My dear Mr. Martin: 


I have gone carefully over the matter as you presented it 
to me with regard to the salary roll of the Deadwood office and 


appreciate that if the present volume of business continues to be 


bemdled at that orfice +184 is 224432 he an tnivatna in the ese 
timates for 1915. I believe it is clear te you that when the es- 
timates for 1912 were submitted the normal business of the Deadwood 
office was taken into eonasaaration, averaging for the fiscal year 
1909, for instance, less than one deposit per day, or to be accurate 
but 277 deposits for the entire fiscal year. It is the number of 
deposits rather then the value received that affects tie wore of an 
assay office. The Carson office had that same year 1,052 deposits 
the office at Boise 1,607 deposits and the office at Helena 894 
deposits while the assay office at Charlotte, which was recommended 
to be abolished had 229. 

Until 2 definite policy has been determined upon as to the 
method of paying for deposits at the minor assay offices I chould 
prefer not to recommend further increases for the Deadwood office 
especially as eed eatinetes submitted for 1912 have passed both 
Houses of Congress. but if you conclude to offer an amendment to the 
Legisletive Bil2 to be included in the General Deficiency bill ae 


when the latter. pill is reported, inereasing the salary of the Assay- :

Referring to your letter of the 14th instant, enclosing copies 

of letters with reference to the dismissal of John J. O'Donnell, I 
beg to inform you that the following are the facts in the case. John 
J. O'Donnell wes a watchman in this institution until he passed a come 
petitive examination which was given to certein employes in the sube 
Clericel grade for promotion to the clerioal grade in April last, when 
I assigned him to work as a clerk in the Deposit Weigh Room where part 
of his duties was to handle bars received for deposit. After a few 
days Mr. O'Donnell came to- my room on a Monday morning and complained 
that he had been very stiff the previous day on accolrit of handling 
some bars on Seturday and stated that he would refuse to handle any 
bars in future. 1 explained to him that part of the duties of his 
position was to handle such bars, and, as he knew, practically all the 
employes in this institution were at times asked to handle metal, I 
told Kim I thought thet he would very soon get accustomed to it, and 
he then informed me that he would be willing to handle the bars whens 
ever requested to do so by Mr. Page, head of the department, The nbxt 
morning Mre O*Dennell again came to ry room and in a very insolent mari~ 
ner informed me thet ho knew whet his legal rights were, and that he 
would refuse to lift any heavy bers in future, vot being suitable work 

for a clerk. Seeing that he had evidently received some very bad advice 
over night, I tried to explain to him that he wag mistaken but he again - 
informed moe that he knew whet his legal rights were and that he was not 
going to be imposed upon, and that he was not going to lift any bana. 
I then informed him that if He felt this way about it he had better try 
to get a transfer to some othos Department as he was liable te bo asked 
to handle metal in whatever position he might hold in this institutions 
In oréer ta give him time to think over the matter, I requested the Weigh 
Clerk not to ask him to lift any bars for a week. After ten diya I sent 
for Mr. O'Bonnell, and in the presence of Mr. Page, Weigh Clerk, eked 
him whether he was willing to do what he was instructed to de by the head 
of his department and he replied, "Yes, excopt to 1if4 the bars®. His 
‘manner was most impertinent both to Mre Page and to myself, and it vac — 
impossible for me to allow such an act of insubordinetion. I, therefore, 
geve him *leave of absence’ until May 15th, dismissing him as of that date. 
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Referring te the copy of Mre OPenneli's letter to the Hon. F. 
BE, Wilson, dated June &, 1911, I absolutely deny that there is any 
truth in the statement contained therein. Since I became Superintene 
dent of this institution on August 1st, 1910, I have never inquired the 
politics of any employee, or made any promise, or been under any oblige» 
tion whatever to the Republican Organization, and until I read the copy 
of the letter referred to I had no idea whether Mr. O'Donnell] or Mr. 
Ubert were Republicans or Democrats - Tt is also untrue that Mr. Ubert 
has been given the position referrad to gince the dismissal of Mr- O* Done 
nell, as the position is not yet filled, but} I detailed Mr. Ubert to the 
position from the Watch for one day, May 29th, when ene of the employeos 
in the Deposit Weigh Room was absent, and I have also detailed Nr. Ubert 
Yo Pill the position for a few days commencing tomorrow when one of the 
epleyes in the department will be absent helping with the annual settles 
mint . 

Wr. Page, Deposit Weigh Clerk, informs me thet Mr. O'Dormell always 
brought his lunch and never asked to go out, which permission would cere 
talnly have been granted to him the seme 48 +o all the other employes in 
the department who wished to go out for their lunch. 

In reply to Mr. O'Domell's statement that he was requested +o clean 
trucks, Mr. Page informs me that Mr. O'Donnell was shown the customary way 
of sweeping off the truck with a brush and dust-pan after metal received 
for deposit had been placed on it so that all the grains would be placed 
amon the sweeps. As Mr. Page is very apt to do this work himself in 
order to be sure that there is no loss of metal, it certainly cannot be 
considered +o be degrading work. 

You can readily understand thet it would be absolutely impossible f 
to have aw discipline in this institution if every employee was to be ‘ ; 
allowed to tecide what were the duties of his position and to refuse to 
do what the head of his department requests him to do. pane 


Mr. Page, after reading the above, confirms it as a full and tru 
statement of the facts of the case.
